Some months ngo a hitch occurred bo- 
Ween the Provincial authorities and 
TiEe"lo"cal board- of school trustees in 
-regard ito the manner of disbursing 
school moneys. On that occasion the 
Trustees took fhe pomtion' "ihat 'the 
moneys requite&fbi^the year !for the 
educational interests committed to 
r.theii"' care should ho plauod in the 
' -hands of thoir Treasurer in one lump. 
To thin proposition the Su2)orinteiident 
Y u ■v' dom.uiTedj.^couteudiug that such sums 
■• ' arf Wight be remnred should bo applied 
'f. §&^^^7S^me^ from time to time 
as they became duo. In this position 
the Superintohdeut w.is suHtaiued by 
the Government, nnd, after a little 
hesitation the Trustees yielded. In 
n . that instance vre -neio disposed to tbiuk 
that the position taken by thC' Trustees 

■ -was a mistake. Another difBciilty not 
"*'"* " ' altogether dissimilar iu its nature has, 

unhappily, arisen between the two 
* "" autboriticR. But this time wo cannot 
but think the iioaitiou taken by the 
— TVuHtces the correct one. It appears 
that, in answer to an application on be- 
half of the Trustees for ?700, to meet 
expenses for the month, fbo Acting 
Superintendent stated that the BalarioH 
'I'/i i' '0|'the teachers would be paid on apjili- 
<ur ' hi calibn by them, at the ('.Treasury, and 
that the remaining sum must remain 
•' -""birlBr^til the return of theSuperintcn- 
: ; dent. Roforring to Section 30 of the 
School Act we lind that, amongst other 
things it is the duty of the TruHtcos to 
appoint a Secretary and Treasurer who 
shall have the custody and disburs- 
ing of all moneys in tho manner di- 
rected by the majonty of the Tnisteca, 
and "to pay the teacher or teachers 
employed in theirDistiiot tho salary or 
salai-ics of such teaclier or teachers." 
From this it appenr.s perfectly clear, to 
puy mindthat tlio proposition that tho 
teachers shall personally aj^ply at tho 
Pro jincial f reasury ^or their salaries is 
enloheous. It is the obi-ious Intention, 
as it is the letter, of the Act that tho 
ofScor designated Secretary-Treasurer 
to tho Board of Tinstees should be tlie 
sole medium for tho disbui'sement of all 
school moneys withm his jurisdiction. 
And there are cogent reasons why it 
phould bd so. "We «fe not aware how 
, iar, if at all, the Provincial Govern- 
nient have eHj)oused tho views of the 
gentleman who has kindly conseutcd 
to dischargo some of tlie functions of 
the Superintendent during his absence 
from tne capital; but we may be permit- 
i: ledito eipress the hopetha4; tlie Gov- 
ernment will not show a disposition to 
. x^nder less agree able than could be wi sli - 
ed tlie sufficiently onerous and wholly 
imromuncrated duties of tho Tru.stoes, 
who, as it apiJcara to us, in this instance 
oziiy c^esire to act in accordance with 
the pTOV?gi(infl of the law. In relation 

■ to iabe. other i)ai-t of tho subject, wo 
aii '1 f^vrJll'-ineroly remark that if there is no 

pi'ovision in tlie Act for the jjayiucnt 
.'./J. of liabilities ])roperly (ireated in provi- 
ding school accouimodation, excepting 
at such time as tho Superinteifdent 
:.v. may be present, the law is 
...J, defective, inasmuch as it impo.Hcs 
'.' duties upon tho Superintendent which 
will require him to be absent from the 
"i^.- capital very nuich of his time. It will 
be obsoiTed that this inconvenience ap- 
''"'X'.'J^.'.W^ .only t£>., this but to every 
. bchoolDistiict throughout the Province . 
It will, indeed, be a serious matter if 
no such bills from any District can bo 
liquidated during tho nbsonco of the 
Superintcndf'iit from Victoria.
